Jennifer Lumb was 
taken to hospital where 
eight stitches were put in 
a head wound and she 
could not eat solid foods 
for six weeks, said 
Prosecutor Ieuan 

Bennett. 

Daniel Jones (35) of 
Corners well Road, 
Penarth, admitted a 
charge of wounding and 
Lauren Simpson (22), a 
mother of two, of Wain 
Close, Penarth, admitted 
a charge of causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Jones, who is 
currently serving an 
eight year sentence for 
offences of robbery, with 
a three-year licence 
extension, was jailed for 
one year concurrent with 
the eight year sentence.

Judge Michael Fitton 
QC said because of a 
Court of Appeal ruling 
his hands were tied and 
he could not pass a 
consecutive sentence. He 
was, he said, in an 
invidious position 
because of the previous 
sentence. 

Simpson was jailed 
for 20 weeks, suspended 
for one year. 

“I don’t see why you 
should be in a worse 
position than Jones,” 
said the judge. 

She was ordered to 
pay £115 victim 
surcharge. 

Mr Bennett said that 
on Boxing Day 2016, 
Miss Lumb and her 
partner went to a Labour 
Club in Glebe Street, 


Penarth. They drank a 
small amount and left at 
11pm. 

Waiting for a taxi, 
Miss Lumb saw Jones, 
who was drunk, trying to 
get into the club and was 
refused admission. 

Simpson, he 

continued, tried to calm 
him down and Jones 
slapped her across the 
face. 

At this point, Miss 
Lumb took offence and 
went to help out. 
Simpson turned to her 
and said: “What the f*** 
has it got to do with 
you?” to which she 
replied: “I was just 
trying to help.” 

She then took Miss 
Lumb by the hair and the 
two defendants 

repeatedly punched her 
while she was on the 
ground. 

Jones, said Mr 
Bennett, kicked her to 
the head and she became 
unconscious before 
coming to in the club.

Wales, said: “The purpose of this 
consultation was to give everyone the 
opportunity to understand how we 
reached our draft decision, to view the 
draft permit conditions and to bring 
forward any new, relevant information. 

“We will now carefully review all 
the latest information sent into us 
before we make a final decision. 

“We will only grant the permit once 
we are sure that we have considered all 
aspects, and are confident the company 
can operate the facility without 
harming the environment or local 
people.”

ARMED police 
were called to a

Francis Page (55), 
who was holding a 
knife, shouted at them: 
“F*** you, shoot me 
then,” said prosecutor 
Matthew Roberts. 

Page, of Pontalun 
Close, Barry, admitted 
charges of causing 
actual bodily harm and 
affray and was jailed for 
16 months. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC described

it as a “somewhat 
bizarre case” and in the 
past Page had used an 
alias for himself, Omar 
Sharif. 

“Clearly the case 
passes the custody 
threshold,” he said. 

On any view, said the 
judge, it was an 
unprovoked attack. 

He said it was only 
by good fortune that the 
victim did not suffer 
potentially serious 
injuries. 

Mr Roberts said that 
on December 28, 2017, 
Don Barratt was in a 
block of flats on 
Pontalun Close when he 


saw Page, who was 
“acting strangely” and 
became aggressive for 
no reason. 

Page produced a 
hammer and attempted 
to hit Mr Barratt, who 
was struck when he put 
his hands up to ward off 
the blow. 

Page went towards 
him four times, 
swinging the hammer 
and smashed a glass 
panel. Soon after, the 
police arrived and 
arrested Page. 

The court heard that 
Page had 26 previous 
convictions, including 
assault and racially 


aggravated offences, 
dishonesty, harassment 
and criminal damage. 

Mr Barratt later 
stated that he was 
totally shocked by what 
happened, and could not 
believe how close he 
had come to serious 
injury. 

“I’ve never been in a 
situation like this 
before. People like him 
should be taken off the 
streets.” 

James Evans, for 
Page, said there was 
real remorse and he had 
not been in trouble 
since 2014. 

Mr Evans said that 
Page supported the 
charity MIND and 
wrote poetry.

Mr Bennett said the 
incident was witnessed 
by a number of people 
and Jones had delivered 
a “heavy kick”.

Jones was said to 
have previous 
convictions for offences 
of theft, assaulting the 
police, robbery and 
affray. 

Simpson had 
convictions including 
battery, wounding with 
intent and causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Paul Hewitt, for 
Jones, said he noted the 
judge’s remark 
concerning the 
sentence, and didn’t 
litigate. 

Heath Edwards for 
Simpson said she 
deeply regretted her 
behaviour and was 
petrified of the possible 
consequences. 

“She is now on the 
straight and narrow, and 
a carer,” he said.

wheel received a boost recently when 
the Vale Council received letters from 
Cardiff Airport and the Ministry of 
Defence confirming that they had ‘no 
objection’ to the wheel being re¬ 
introduced. 

Mr Danter said: “If we get the go- 
ahead this week, I think we could get 
the wheel back and assembled by half 
term. 

“When a location - whether its 
Blackpool, Margate or London - gets 
a giant wheel, it becomes a focus 
point for the area. We were very 
lucky to have one in Barry.” 

It will mean a race against time. 
Half term starts on Monday, February 
19. 

Mr Danter said that reassembling 
the ‘Barry High’ would take just over 
a week. 

“It would take about eight days 
with good weather for us to 
reassemble it.” 

If the winds get too strong, then 
the cranes cannot operate on the 
grounds of safety. 

Barry Island councillor Stejfan 
Wiliam said recently that the wheel 
had become an ‘iconic landmark’ on 
the Island and he hoped it would be 
back by the spring. 


Wenvoe nurse 
is struck off 


A NURSE from 
Wenvoe who was 
jailed for sexual 
assaults last 
September has 
been struck off the 
nursing register. 

Andrew Lauder had 
been found guilty of 
seven charges of 
assault at a trial in 
which four women had 
given evidence against 
him. He was described 
by the prosecutor as a 
“serial groper”. 

Lauder was referred 
to the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council 
(NMC) on September 4 
last year. 

In arriving at its 
decision, the NMC, 
said: “The panel, 
noting the seriousness 
and subject matter of 
Mr Lauder’s 
conviction, was of the 
view that he has 
brought the nursing 
profession into dis¬ 
repute and was in 
breach of the funda¬ 
mental tenets of the 
profession, namely to 
act with integrity and 
to uphold the 
reputation of the 
profession. 

“This serious 
conviction 
demonstrated 
behaviour that fell far 
below the standards 
expected of a registered 
nurse. 

“The panel had no 
doubt that a conviction 
of this nature is 
fundamentally 
incompatible with the 
role of a registered 
nurse. 

“The public have a 
right to expect that a 
registered nurse will 
maintain high standards 
of conduct and 
behaviour and will act 
with integrity at all 
times. 

“Registered nurses 
occupy a privileged 
position of trust and the 
panel had no doubt that 
the particular nature of 
Mr Lauder’s offences 
will undoubtedly have 
an adverse impact on 
the reputation of the 
nursing profession and 
would undermine the 
public’s confidence in 


the nursing profession 
and the NMC as 
regulator if action were 
not taken on his 
registration.” 

Lauder has a 28-day 
period in which he can 
appeal the ruling. 


A 61-YEAR-OLD man, who 
repeatedly breached a 
restraining order stopping 
contact with a former female 
friend, was described by a 
judge at Cardiff Crown Court 
as “obsessed and 
dysfunctional”, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Judge Stephen Hopkins QC said 
Stephen Owen of Severn Avenue, 
Barry, was “not a very nice man”. 

He admitted four charges of 
breaching the restraining order and 
was jailed for 16 months. 

After being sentenced, Owen, who 
was on a video link from prison, put 
his head in his hands and said: “Oh 
my God.” 

The judge had earlier told him that 
he should leave the woman alone - 
“She does not want anything to do 
with you.” 

According to Matthew Cobb, 
prosecuting, the victim had formerly 
been a partner of Owen but in 2012, a 
restraining order was made preventing 
him from contacting her. 

But he breached it on several 
occasions, sometimes when she 
socialised with friends. 

This caused her considerable strain 


and stress, he said. 

On one occasion, in a bar, he had 
thrust a red rose in front of her face, 
and had also told her that he still 
loved her. 

In the past, said Mr Cobb, he had 
been convicted of causing her actual 
bodily harm. 

When arrested, said Mr Cobb, he 
claimed she had stalked him. 

His solicitor, Rhodri Chudleigh, 
said he recognised the effect of his 
behaviour and pointed out that the 
present case didn’t involve violence or 
threat, or the sending of text 
messages. There was no pre-planning. 

“He realises the association is over. 
He has been on remand for five 
months and is not in good health.” 

Judge Hopkins said that at the 
previous hearing, he had refused to 
leave his prison cell and sent a legal 
representative. 

Since 2012, Owen had embarked 
on a campaign of harassment against 
his ex-partner, who found his 
behaviour intimidating and 
distressing. 

“She thinks you are pure evil, 
jealous, controlling and manipulative, 
and her only respite is when you are 
in prison.”

Penarth and 
District 
Ramblers 
keep it local 


BARRIE from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
gave his planned 
walk at Pontsticill 
the brush off 
because of an 
inclement weather 
forecast, choosing 
instead to remain 
on local ground 
beginning from 
Long wood Drive. 

He and his four 
companions set off 
through the streets of 
Tongwynlais to enter 
woodland for the short 
steep climb to the rear 
of Castell Coch, perched 
high on the rocky Taff 
Gorge, before 
undulating through 
Fforest Fawr on rough 
pathways to reach 
Fforestganol and across 
Rhiwbina Hill onto 
muddy tracks in Cwm 
Nofydd. 

More climbing led 
them up through the 
beautiful bare trees in 
Coed-y-Wenallt as outer 
clothing was ditched in 
the humid conditions 
before a pause for mid- 
morning break. 

Turning southwards 
and exiting from the 
wood into a field 
overlooking the busy 
M4, a footbridge led 
them back onto 
Rhiwbina Hill and along 
narrow pathways 
between houses leading 
onto Whitchurch Golf 
Course, to descend back 
into suburbia. 

A short journey along 
Ty-Mawr Road brought 
them to the 
Melingriffith Water 
Pump and their lunch 
stop before heading 
back along part of the 
old Glamorgan Canal, 
populated only with 
mallard ducks and into 
Fforest Farm. 

After visiting a bird 
hide at Llyn-Brwynog 
wetland area, pathways 
led them to Radyr Weir 
with its massive water 
turbines, then across the 
Melingriffith Weir to 
make their way back to 
their start point along 
the banks of the River 
Taff, after a splendid 
nine-mile walk and 
absolutely no rain. 

The following day, a 
crowd of 21 walkers 
came out to join Geraint 
at the Twyn in Dinas 
Powys on a cloudy, dry 
morning.

Next out of the bag 
was a bar of Five Boys 
Chocolate, hence the title 
of the talk, to which his 
grandfather treated him 
at weekends. 

John then recalled that 
sweets were rationed 
until 1953 long after 
other rationing had 
ceased. 

Starting school at five, 
he was worried that the 
classroom windows were 
too high to see out of, big 
iron radiators were 
everywhere and that the 
boys’ toilets were best 
avoided. 

At winter time, school 
milk arrived frozen and 
had to be warmed on 
radiators before drinking, 
including whatever had 
developed inside by then, 
and the teachers were 
spinsters, forever saying 
“heads down on desks”. 

Daps, Dunlop all¬ 
purpose shoes, were 


universally worn and a 
sample was duly 
extracted from a bag. 

Ladybird books were 
the common books in 
use; John claimed that 
they continued 

unchanged for 30 years, 
although a first aid in 
English was in use. He 
also remembered hearing 
on the school radio that 
“the King is dead”. 

In 1953 the 
Coronation was on TV, 
so with all the family 
watching, John’s mother 
made pasties, eaten in 
front of the screen and 
not, for the very first 
time, at the table. No 
sample came from the 
bag this time! 

The Commonwealth 
Games was held in 
Cardiff in 1958 but John 
passed up a chance to 
attend as he had scored 
96 not out in a game of 
street cricket and wanted 
to get his 100 next day, 


but sadly he failed. 

Still on the subject of 
TV, John played some 
music on a tape recorder, 
which no-one 

recognised: it was the 
music used in 
commercial breaks when 
the potter’s wheel was 
showing. 

Last out of his bag was 
an original toy from his 
childhood called The 
Magic Robot. The box 
contained two discs. On 
one, a player selected a 
question and when 
placed on the other, a 
robot chose the right 
answer. 

John’s talk was full of 
laughter and action, 
betraying his love of the 
theatre, and the vote of 
thanks was given by 
David Bray.

Vale domestic violence 
service is shortlisted 
for national award 


A HOUSING 
scheme that 

provides refuge to 
victims of domestic 
violence has been 
shortlisted for a 
national award. 

The Dispersed 

Domestic Abuse 

Scheme, which is run by 
the Vale Council, has 
been shortlisted in the 
‘Outstanding approach to 
equality and diversity’ 
category at the UK 
Housing Awards. 

The service is unique, 
as it is gender neutral - 
something that enables it 
to meet the diverse 
accommodation and 
support needs of those 
clients who do not meet 
the criteria for a 
traditional domestic 
abuse refuge. 

This can include 
members of the LGBT 
community, men, women 
with older male children, 
and older people. 

Unlike a more 
traditional approach that 
would house a number of 
clients at a single secure 
refuge, the Dispersed 
Domestic Abuse Scheme 
provides those fleeing 
domestic abuse with a 
safe and secure self- 
contained property, with 
flexible support then 
being delivered in their 
new home. 

Cllr Andrew Parker, 
cabinet member for 
housing, said: “The 


scheme provides those 
who are fleeing domestic 
abuse with a permanent 
home, fitted with 
enhanced security 
features in a safe 
community. 

“These are often some 
of the most vulnerable 
members of our society 
and it is not an 
exaggeration to say that 
the support provided by 
the Council and our 
partners saves lives. 

“The model that we 
have pioneered fills gaps 
that exist in domestic 
abuse support services 
across the UK. This is 
genuine, national best 
practice and we know a 
number of other local 
authorities are already 
looking at copying our 
approach.” 


The properties are 
provided to clients under 
an assured tenancy from 
Newydd Housing and 
additional support is 
provided by Atal Y Fro. 

The scheme is also a 
cost effective one, as it 
can be expanded and 
scaled back as required 
without the Council 
having to maintain empty 
or underutilised 

properties, as would be 
the case if traditional 
refuges were developed 
for each of the diverse 
communities that the 
scheme caters for. 

The UK Housing 
Awards is one of the 
biggest and prestigious 
awards in the housing 
sector - this year’s 
ceremony will be held in 
May.

Work to create two 
new English medium 
mixed-sex schools to 
replace the existing 
single-sex Barry and 
Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive schools 
is well under way.

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The Post hits the headlines in Steven 
Spielberg’s expertly-told tale... 


I T seems crazy 
to realise that 
Tom Hanks and 
Meryl Streep, two 
icons of cinema, 
have never shared 
the screen before. 
Well, that was 
before another 
cinematic icon, 
Steven Spielberg, 
brought them 
together for The 
Post. 

The film recounts the 
true story of The 
Washington Post’s 
attempts to expose the 
American government’s 
cover-up off their 
involvement in Vietnam 
over a near-30 year 
period. Led by 
publisher Kat Graham 
(Streep), the first female 


publisher of a major 
American newspaper, 
and editor Ben Bradlee 
(Hanks), the pair, along 
with a group of 
determined journalists, 
face not just breaking a 
huge story in the face of 
government and legal 
pressure to desist, but 
also have to compete 
with their rival 
newspapers... 

The subject of press 
freedom is undoubtedly 
a hot topic at the 
moment, certainly in 
America where the 
current incumbent of 
the White House has 
managed to not only 
create the term ‘fake 
news’ but also held his 
own awards for 
supposed press 
dishonesty. 

The Post, then, is a 


film that is incredibly 
timely, and in the hands 
of a master filmmaker 
like Steven Spielberg, it 
becomes a thrilling, 
nimble tale of not just 
the press holding those 
in charge accountable, 
but also where the line 
is drawn between 
national interest and not 
and (maybe most 
timely), a story where a 
female in a male-driven 
world rises up. 

On paper, you would 
expect this film to be a 
heavy-going affair, full 
of legalese, meetings in 
shadowy doorways and 
grandstanding speeches, 
but what Spielberg and 
scriptwriters Liz 
Hannah and Josh Singer 
do is dial back on that 
and instead offer 
something that is both 
substantial and breezy, 
moving at a pace that 
belies its near-two hour 
running time. 

It helps when you 


have two of the finest 
actors around filling out 
your lead roles in Meryl 
Streep and Tom Hanks 
of course; the latter 
does righteous nobility 
better than anyone 
(especially in the hands 
of Spielberg), but he 
gives Bradlee a little 
more of an edge, 
determined to cover the 
breaking story no matter 
what the cost to 
himself. Graham or the 
paper. Hanks is superb, 
and his partnership with 
Streep makes for 
wonderful viewing, 
especially in the scenes 
where they are duking it 
out. 

Streep’s character 
gets the most dramatic 
arc - thrown into the 
deep end of publishing 
the newspaper after her 
husband’s death, she is 
the only woman in a 
world full of men who 
think they know better, 
and her journey from

the start to the end is 
essayed brilliantly. 

The film really pivots 
on these characters, but 
there is no lack of 
quality behind them. 

The likes of Bob 


Odenkirk, Carrie Coon, 
Bradley Whitford, 

Sarah Paulson and 
Tracy Letts all great 
with what they’re given. 
In a way, despite being 
led by Streep and 
Hanks, this works as an 
ensemble piece where 
the narrative drive 
supersedes backstory, 
which isn’t explored in 
any great depth. 

Given that Spielberg 
turned this around 10 
months, this is a film 
that feels measured and 
considered, but not a 
moment is wasted and it 
moves at a breakneck 
pace, while the urgency 
of the newsroom 
environment and the 
desire to expose the 
truth is conveyed 
effortlessly by the 
direction. This is a film 
that puts you in the eye 
of the storm at all times. 

Hannah and Singer’s 
script (the latter was the 
writer of 2016’s 


Spotlight which bears 
an obvious comparison) 
is sharp and works as a 
double-pronged assault, 
not just on how these 
events of 1971 are more 
prescient than ever, but 
also tackling the battle 
of the sexes (Graham is 
talked over at board 
meetings where her 
points are eventually 
conveyed by her male 
lawyer) as the subject of 
what is deemed right for 
the press is made 
trickier by Graham’s 
gender and the men 
around her (Bradlee 
aside) being unable to 
trust her decision¬ 
making, with money 
and profits their main 
concern. 

Its quick pace does 
mean the film lacks a 
degree of weight that 
you would normally 
find in this sort of story, 
but in a way that what 
makes it so good - 
taking away a layer of 


portentousness and 
you’re left with a 
powerful story told with 
an accessibility that is 
hard to ignore; The Post 
is a wholly engaging 
and expertly-told tale. 

VERDICT: A story 
that is more pertinent 
than ever, The Post may 
be a riposte to the 
current attitudes to 
those in power 
regarding the nature of 
the press, but it's also a 
compelling story 
delivered with verve 
and passion. Strong 
performances from 
Meryl Streep and Tom 
Hanks, amongst others, 
and directed with 
dependable energy by 
Steven Spielberg, this is 
a superb film. 
Recommended.

Austerity, but 
Welsh economy 
‘growing fast’ 


THE Welsh 
Government is 
doing all it can to 
protect Wales from 
the full impact of 
the Conservatives’ 
austerity measures, 
said Jane Hutt. 

The Vale AM claimed 
that disabled people, 
single parents and 
women have been 
“among the biggest 
losers under seven years 
of austerity”. 

She said: “After the 
coalition Government 
imposed austerity in 
2010, we resisted those 
very early cuts, but 
those cuts have risen to 
over £1 billion over the 
past eight years. 

“This Welsh 
Government has 
provided a shield in 
Wales to mitigate 
against austerity and the 
cuts.” 

Responding, 

Secretary of State for 
Wales and Vale MP 
Alun Cairns said: “The 
Conservatives’ record in 
Wales is strong. Under 
the Conservatives, 

Wales has become the 
fastest growing 
economy in the UK, 
outside of London, since 
2010 . 

‘ ‘U nemployment,’ ’ 
said Mr Cairns, “has 


almost halved as we 
maintain Wales’ 
economic momentum.” 

Ms Hutt added that 
Welsh Finance Secretary 
Mark Drakeford had 
recently unveiled a new 
budget for Wales, 
reflecting the Welsh 
Government’s new tax 
and borrowing powers. 

She said: “He is using 
these new powers to 
deliver the priorities that 
will benefit health, 
social care, education 
and housing and 
underpin the economy 
in a fair and robust 
way.” 

Yet speaking of the

Men’s Forum 
cements knowledge 
of local history 


BARRY Men’s 
Forum recently 
welcomed Stuart 
Escott, head of 
maintenance at 
Aberthaw Cement 
Plant, who gave a 
detailed account of 
the firm’s history 
over its 105 years. 

The firm employs 115 
people, most living 
within a 10 mile radius of 
the plant. The works 
produce seven types of 
cement and have been 
used worldwide in the 
construction of The 
Senedd, Millennium 
Stadium, St David’s 
Hotel Cardiff, the Aswan 
Dam Egypt, the 
Claerwen Dam in the 
Elan Valley and also in 
Australia. 

The cement works is 
very environmentally 
conscious and is 
monitored continually by 
National Resources 
Wales. The products it 
uses are mostly sourced 


locally such as limestone, 
coal, power station ash 
and the aim is to reduce 
carbon emissions. A 
reduction of 30 per cent 
has been achieved in its 
carbon footprint through 
using waste from car 
tyres and polymer chips. 

The plant produces 
cement in a continuous 
run over 365 days. The 
end product is 
despatched to various 
distribution points such 
as Westbury, Wiltshire, 
and Moorswater near 
Liskeard by rail, as well 
as by road, although in 
reduced quantities 
recently. 

The members of 
Forum meet weekly at 
the Holy Trinity Church 
Hall, Aberystwyth 
Crescent, Barry, every 
Thursday at 9.45am. The 
group will not meet on 
January 25, as the annual 
lunch takes place.

ITLL BE ORION 
ON THE NIGHT... 


THE brightest star visible high 
overhead is Capella. Capella is 
just one star that makes up the 
constellation of Auriga. 

A pair of binoculars will also show 
three fainter stars close by, one of these 
is quite normal and large, something 
like 300/400 times as luminous as our 
sun. 

The other two are what we call 
eclipsing binaries, so each star has a 
companion that revolves around the 
other. For example, one star remains 
shining the same brightness for long 
periods, but every 27 years the star we 
can see dims as the unseen companion 
passes in front of it. 

It takes about a year before the star 
we can see returns to full brightness. 
Don’t hold your breath... it will be 
about 2037 before the next event. 

Another constellation well-placed 
near the Milky Way, is Perseus. One 
star called Algol, is known by its 
nickname the ‘winking demon’. Just 
like the kids in Auriga, Algol is an 
eclipsing binary, but the period is only 
two and a half days during which time 
it fades, but always remaining visible 
to the naked eye. 

Lower down in the south is Orion, 
the Hunter that I wrote about last 
month. If you didn’t manage to see this 
beautiful constellation in January, then 
do try next month - if only to locate 
below the three naked-eye belt stars 
the magnificent ‘sword handle’. 

This place is what we call a stellar 
nursery, where many new-born stars 
are embedded in the cloud of gas and 


dust. 

Some of the stars we see are known 
as the Trapezium and are thought to 
have temperatures around 60,000 
kelvins. The constellation can also 
serve as a signpost to other locations. 

For example, if you look at the belt 
stars, use the left-hand star and cast 
your gaze towards the horizon and you 
should find Sirius, the brightest star in 
the sky. Using the right-hand star cast 
your gaze upwards towards Aldebaran, 
this orange star marks the open cluster, 
Hyades. This cluster is in the 
constellation Taurus. 

The brightest star in Orion 
(Betelgeuse - top left shoulder star and 
obviously orange in colour) points the 
way and upper left to the heavenly 
twins Castor and Pollux, the two 
brightest stars of the constellation 
Gemini. 

New Moon is on the 15th and this 
can be the best time to locate other less 
bright objects in the night sky. 
However, the Moon can also be a 
useful pointer, for example on 
February 22 it forms a triangle with the 
two open clusters Hyades and Pleiades 
(the Seven Sisters) in the constellation 
of Taurus the bull.
